WHY HAVE ANOTHER SOCIETY? 

The field of neuropeptide research has widened so greatly during last 
decade that there is insufficient focus on the specific interests of scientists 
working with neuropeptides. The Society for Neuroscience, with its many 
thousands of members, has several sessions devoted to Neuropeptides, but 
the meeting is too large to permit adequate informal interchange. Similarly, 
the Endocrine Society, by its nature, is interested in all endocrine secretions, 
so that much of their meeting is of little interest to those working in the field 
of neuropeptides.

If possible, the Society will establish a travel 
fund for young researchers to attend meetings of the Society.
